Preliminary  Difcourfe. 


AMong  the  prodigious  Number  of  phyfical  Evils 
which  afflift  human  Nature  on  all  Sides,  there 
are  certainly  none  that  have  a  more  urgent  Claim  to 
the  Vigilance  of  Government,  and  the  laborious  Re- 
fearches  of  that  learned  Body  dedicated  to  the  Pre-

deftroy  not  only  an  incredible  Number  of  Individuals, 
but  infenlibly  enfeeble  and  degrade  the  whole  Species. 
Such  are  the  fatal  Effects  of  the  Venereal  Dlfeafe .  No 
fooner  were  the  Seeds  of  this  Malady,  fo  replete  with 
Mifchief,  tranfplanted  into  Europe,  than  they  were 
expanded  with  all  thofe  dreadful  Symptoms  which 
threaten  general  Deftrudtion  to  Mankind.  A  falla¬ 
cious  Opinion  prevails  among  us  at  prefent,  that  the 
Virus  of  this  Difeafe  is  rendered  iefs  malignant,  and 
m  forne  Meafure  worn  out,  in  proportion  as  it  has 
been  extended  over  the  Nations  of  the  old  World.  But 
Obfervation  will  foon  difcover  to  us  the  Fallacy  of 
this  Suppofttion,  The  Virus  of  this  Diftemper  is 
certainly  regenerated  from  itfelf,  and  lofes  nothing 
of  its  A&ivity  by  being  univerfally  diilributed.  En¬ 
ter  the  Hofpitals  appropriated  for  the  Treatment  of 
this  Difeafe,  and  every  Senfe  will  be  convinced  of  the 
Pal  {hood  of  fuppoftng,  that  the  Poifon  has  loft  its 
ancient  Effecls.  Here  Beauty  is  not  only  lofing  her 
every  Charm,  but  even  the  Power  of  propagating  our 
Species  is  frequently  annihilated.  To  enumerate  every 
difgufting  deleterious  Symptom,  m u ft  be  ftiock’ne  to 
every  Perfon  capable  of  the  tender  Feelings  of  Fin. 
manity  ;  and  it  is  to  be  feared  a  minute  Detail  of 
every  horrid  Circurnftance  would  never  provs  effec- 

a  tual 
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tual  in  preventing  our  Fellow* Creatures  from  Hiking 
the  Contagion  of  thofe  Evils  from  which  we  could 
with  to  preferve  them. 

This  Malady  exerts  itfelf  chiefly  on  the  inferior 
Set  of  People,  and  particularly  the  Soldiery,  who 
are  in  general  inattentive  to  its  fir  ft  Approach,  and 
unprovided  with  the  Means  of  opposing  it.

accurate  Treatife  on  the  Venereal  Difeafe.  What  he 
propcfes  in  this  Work,  as  the  only  known  Method  of 
performing  a  radical  Cure,  is  a  Salivation.  Yet  his 
Defcription  of  the  horrible  Accidents  often  attending 
It,  is  Shocking.  The  Symptoms  are  mob  naturally 
and  elegantly  defcribed  in  his  Latin  Treatife  ;  there¬ 
fore  his  own  Words,  which  I  fhall  here  tranflate,  will 
give  the  Reader  a  bronger  Impreffion  of  the  frightful 
Situation  a  Perfon  mub  be  in  by  this  Courfe  of  Cure*, 
than  all  I  can  poffibly  fay.  In  Page  364.  of  his  molt 
accurate  Work,  De  Infortuniis  primi  Stadii ,  22  The 
Difabers  attending  a  Salivation  are  many  in  Num- 
“  her,  and  very  different  in  their  Nature.  It  fome- 
42  times  happens  after  the  third  or  fourth  Fridlion^ 
Ci  that  the  Salivary,  Maxillary,  and  parotid  Glands9 
42  fwell  all  of  a  fudden ;  grow  hot  and  painful ;  the 
62  Tongue  becomes  tumefied,  and  hangs  out  at  the 
42  Mouth  ;  the  Face  and  the  whole  Head  are  much 
M  fwelled,  whence  a  great  Difficulty  of  breathing*. 
fii  Their  Articulation  of  Speech  is  lob,  or  very  in- 
dibinfl,  and  fometimes  like  the  Lowing  of  a  Cow  ; 
Si  bebdes  a  deep  Sleep,  Lethargy,  Fever,  &c^  Tho9 
ts  all  thefe  Accidents  do  not  always  occur,  yet  many 
62  of  them  frequently  meet  together. 

25  WThen  your  Patients  are  oppreffed  by  the  Con- 
courfe  of  fo  many  deadly  Symptoms,  you  mub  in- 
“  bantly  endeavour  to  rebrain  the  Force  of  the  Mer- 
cury,  or  turn  its  Courfe  downwards.  For  which  End, 
22  he  directs  to  bleed,  bliber,  dyber,  and  purge  (if 
*s  they  can  fvvallow  one)  as  quickly  as  poffible  ;  and 
“  change  all  their  Flannels,  & c.  but  above  all,  to  take 
care  the  fwelled  Tongue,  which  lolls  out  of  the 
K{  Mouth,  be  not  wounded  by  the  Fore-Teeth  ;  nay, 
42  which  is  much  worfe,  leb  it  biould  be  cut  quite  off 
42  by  them,  as  has  frequently  happened.  Therefore 
let  Wedges  be  drove  in  with  a  wooden  or  leaden 
42  Mallet  between  the  Teeth,  to  prevent  their  cutting 
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fc  off  the  Tongue,  &c.  the  Violence  of  the  Mercury 
e<;  threatening  no  lefs  than  Death.” 

is  not  this  a  delightful  Procefs  ?  Who  would  not  bs 
fhocked  at  fuch  a  Sight?  Who  is  fo  ftupid  or  blind, 
that  would  not  tremble  at  the  Thoughts'of  fuch  dire 
and  tejr-bl'e  Accidents,  and  avoid  the  infernal  Procefs 
that  cauled  them  i  By  Mr.  Keyser?s  lately  difcovered 
Medicine,  ah  thefe  trightful  Circuniitances  not  only  do 
not  happen,  out  the  cure  is  even  more  certain,  as 
many  Thoufanbs  of  Experiments  have  already  fhewn; 
for  he  has  cured  many  who  had  been  miffed  by  this 
terrible  and  Blocking  Method. 

Plow  much  more  then  is  that  Pvlethod  to  be  recom¬ 
mended,  whereby  thofe  numerous  and  calamitous 
Symptoms  are  avoided,  and  yet  the  full  Ufe  of  the

Needings,  &c.  &c  for  which  he  riiredts  Bleeding, 
°l[y  nights,  Opiates,  Clyfters,  Purges,  &c. 

Page  372  %,  “  Sometimes  when  the  Difeafe  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  conquered,  and  we  have  a  mind  to  take 
in  our  hails  (i.  e  take  off  the  Salivation)  deep  for¬ 
did  Ulcers  affedt  feveral  Parts  of  the  Mouth  ;  whence

* 6  Others,  who  are  naturally  fearful,  are  fo  fretted 
and  teazed  with  the  Pain  and  Tedioufnefs  of  this

being  better  for  it  if  they  do  ;  and  though  they  are 
i(  really  cured,  won’t  believe  it.  Therefore  fuch  Peo- 
gc  pie,  who  are  fo  very  uneafy  under  the  Pains  they 
fufter,  during  the  Courfe  of  a  Salivation,  muft  be 
comforted  with  good  Words.”

If 
Seneca  himfelf  were  alive,  all  his  Philofophy  would 
be  thrown  away  on  a  Perfon  under  the  Torture  of  a 
Salivation  ;  he  could  raife  his  drooping  Spirits  with 
no  Hope  :  For  when  the  Soul,  fitting  in  the  Brain,  as 
it  were,  upon  its  Throne,  perceives  her  Caftle  clofe  be¬ 
sieged  by  Tumours,  Ulcers,  racking  Pains,  & c.  as  if 
Hannibal  were  at  the  Gate,  fhe  is  frightened  and 
alarmed,  and  can  be  comforted  by  no  Means,  until 
thofe  dire  Symptoms  are  mitigated. 

Page  373,  “  Sometimes  a  dangerous  Haemorrhage 
S(  happens  after  the  Separation  of  the  Sloughs  of  the 
*€  Mouth  ;  then  if  the  Veftels  which  bleed  are  in  Sight, 
you  muft  fear  them  with  a  Hot-Iron.  I  remember 
to  have  feen  a  dangerous  Flux  of  Blood,  from  the 
6S  upper  Part  of  a  Patient’s  Nofe  near  the  Throat, 
**  which  was  luckily  reftrained  by  a  Hot-Iron  pafted 
46  up  the  Noftril.  A  frightful,  uncertain,  and  dan- 
gerous  Operation  !  but  Neceftity  has  no  Law  !”  * 
What  a  dreadful  Method  of  Cure  is  this,  which 
often  occafions  fuch  terrible  Operations !  Can  you  ima¬ 
gine  any  Perfon  fo  fond  of  living,  that  would  not  ra¬ 
ther  die,  than  buy  Life  fo  dear?

Opening  ;  through  which  no  folid  Meat  can  be  got

A  notable  and  recommend  able  Procefs  indeed  !  by 
which  People  run  more  Rifle  of  being  made  mifer- 
able  for  ever  after,  than  from  the  Difeafe  itfelf. 

But  though  the  ingenious  and  learned  Dr.  Aftrue  lias- 
given  the  moft  free  and  accurate  Account  of  the  Mif- 
chiefs  attending  a  Salivation,  yet  he  has  forgot  one9 
which  is  almoft  as  bad  as  jaw* locking,  and  fucking 
through  a  Quill,  viz.  Death !  which  fo  often  happens 
in  the  Courfe  of  a  Salivation,  or  foon  afterwards  ;  nay, 
and  his  well  known,  that  this  Accident  does  not  hap* 
pen  only  in  the  Hands  of  Quacks  and  Novices,  but 
alfo  to  the  molt  experienced  and  famous  Salivators. 

If  thefe  be  the  Effects  of  a  Salivation  under  the  bet¬ 
ter  and  more  judicious  Management  of  Men  of  Emi¬ 
nence  in  their  Profeflion,  pray  what  muff  we  appre¬ 
hend  from  that  of  the  Vulgus  Chirurgorum,  the  Care- 
lefs  or  Ignorant,  the  pedling  Salivators  ? 

What  more  can  be  laid  again  ft  a  Courfe  of  Saliva¬ 
tion  than  what  the  learned  Dr.  Aflruc  has  here  fo  ho- 
neftly  reprefented?  1  he  fame  has  been  treated  of  by 
a  great  Number  of  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  who  all 
join  in  averting  the  fame  Thing,  viz.  the  many  Acci¬ 
dents  and  often  irreparable  Mifchiefs  attending  this 
Method,  &c.  Now  we  ihall  fee  that  they  have  one  and 
all  agreed,  and  found  by  Experience,  that  aPerfon  may 
be  cured,  without  the  Torture  of  a  Salivation ,  though 
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They  remain  ignorant  of  the  Method  to  be  purfued  in 
order  to  obtain  this  very  deiirable  End* 

The  learned  Aftruc  owns  44  That  Experience,  the 
44  bell  of  all  Arguments  f,  has  long  ago  taught  the 
**  Surgeons,  that  Mercury,  even  when  it  caufes  no 
•4£  Salivation,  has  the  fame  EfFedl  upon  the  Blood  and 
i{  juices,  as  if  a  plentiful  Spitting  had  been  raifed ; 

provided  a  fufficient  Quantity  had  been  ufed,  as 
*£  fhould  have  raifed  a  Salivation,  and  that  the  Cure 
44  Hands  as  firm  and  lafting.  In  fome  Patients,  after  a 
g£  fufficient  Quantity  of  Undlion  has  been  ufed,  we  fee  no 
(e  Spitting,  nor  any  Sign  of  an  approaching  Salivation  ;  . 
44  as  if  the  Mercury,  whole  Adlivity  we  have  good 
* 4  Reafon  to  dread  in  moil  People  §,  was  in  thofe  Per- 
44  fans  inactive,  tluggifh,  and  dead,  &c.  which  at  full 
44  made  People  fufpedt  the  Cure  was  thereby  fruftrated* 

44  Bin  it  is  found  by  Experience,  that  theEffedlof  the 
44  Remedy  is  not  in  the  leail  leiTened  thereby,  &c, 

44  Many  are  under  great  Apprehenfions  they  Ihould 
44  mils  of  a  Cure,  becaufe  the  Spitting  they  expected 
44  does  not  appear.  Nihil  non  met  taint ;  they  dream  of 
4 4  nothing,  Day  and  Night,  but  Relapfes  !  as  if  a 
44  radical  Cure  could  not  be  obtained  without  Spit- 
44  ting.  But  let  them  not  be  alarmed  without  Reafon, 

44  fince  his  evident  from  many  in  con  tell  able  Experi- 
44  ments,  that  People  have  been  cured  without  it; 

44  and  that  the  Defedl  of  Spitting  is  fully  made  up 
44  by  Purging,  Sweating,  Urine,  or  all  of  them  put 
44  together. 

44  Wherefore  thofe  Patients  on  whom  a  Salivation 
“  could  not  be  raifed,  are  fo  far  from  having  any  Rea- 
44  fon  to  complain,  that  they  ought  to  congratulate 
44  themfelveson  the  good  Luck  they  had  of  being per- 
44  fedlly  cured  without  the  Pain,  Tedioufne fs,  and 
e‘  Dangef  ol  being  falivated.'5 

But  this  is  no  new  Conceilion  of  the  learned  Aflame  ; 
it  was  made  by  Theodore  de  Fiery ,  a  Surgeon  of  Paris, 
above  160  Years  ago.

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A  Salivation  (fays  he)  does  not  always  happen  after 
mercurial Fri£tions ;  yet  the  Sick  are  often  cured  with¬ 
out  any  Damage  or  Danger,  though  no  Spitting  ap¬ 
pears.  Benedi&us  Germanus,  who  wrote  in  1550;  An¬ 
toni  us  Mufa,  in  155 1,  confefs  the  fame.  Jn  1629  Za- 
cutus  Lufitanus,  a  learned  jew  Phyfician,  declares  the 
fame,  with  many  others  of  the  Ancients  as  well  as  the 
Moderns.  Thefe  frightful  Accidents  attending  a  Sali¬ 
vation,  are  likewife  defcribed  in  a  very  lively  and  pa¬ 
thetic  Manner,  by  that  ancient  Author,  Alex.  T'raj.  Pe- 
tronius,  who  wrote  in  the  Year  1565. 

“  Thofe  afflicted  with  this  Difeafe,  fays  he,  are  fome  * 

**  times  made  better,  fometimes  quite  cured  by  fall- 
vating  ;  but  then  it  is  with  fo  much  Trouble  and 
“  Fatigue,  fo  much  real  Danger  of  Life,  that  many  of 
them  repent  they  did  not  let  the  Difeafe  take  its 
C6  Courfe,  rather  than  fuffer  fo  much  for  a  Cure.  e.  g. 

^  There  is  fuch  a  large  Quantity  of  corrupt  and  {link- 
ing  Matter  difcharged  at  the  Mouth,  which  hinders 
the  Sick  from  eating,  drinking,  or  deeping  ;  nay, 

<c  they  often  fear  nothing  lefs  than  to  be  llrangled  or 
il  fufFocated  by  it.  The  moil  firm  Teeth  are  loofened, 
and  drop  out.  Sometimes  violent  Fevers  are  railed. 
ec  Sometimes  the  Sick  have  large  and  dangerous  Flux- 
“  es  of  I  food  from  the  Mouth,  Nofe,  Fundament,  or 
Bladder,  Sometimes  Confumptions,  or  other  lin- 
gering  Diflempers,  enfue  ;  nay  Death  itfelf  is  often 
the  Confequence,  Sc c.” 

That  ancient  Knight,  Sir  Ulrick  Hutten,  defcribes 
them  thus :  Some  have  their  Teeth  drop  out  of  their 
Heads  :  Some  their  Jaws  locked  up,  that  they  cannot 
open  their  Mouths,  but  are  forced  to  mumble  all  their 
Lifetime  after  :  Others  have  a  faultering  in  their 
Speech,  their  Limbs  trembling,  and  their  joints  dif- 
abled  with  a  Palfy.  Many  alfo  are  ftrangled  by  the 
Swelling  in  theirThroat,  &c.  &c.  Sc c.  Hopeful  Work 
indeed ! 

I  now  conclude  this  Article  of  Quotations  from  an- 
tient  as  well  as  modern  Authors,  in  which,  to  avoid 
Prolixity,  I  have  out  of  a  great  Number  only  extract¬ 
ed  a  few  of  them,  which  will  be  fufhcient  to  fhew  the 
Reader,  that  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  by  the 

Courfe 
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Courfe  of  a  Salivation,  is  not  only  attended  at  the  bcft 
with  a  {hocking  Number  of  Inconveniences  and  Dan¬ 
gers,  enough  to  deter  any  Perfon  from  making  Choice 
of  that  Method  of  Care,  but  alfo  to  (hew,  that  it  often 
produces  moil  horrible  and  irreparable  Evils,  nay 
greater  than  the  Difeafe  itfelf,  &c. 

Certainly  every  Gentleman  of  the  Profeffion,  whf* 
has  pradifed  Salivation,  mud  be  very  fenfible  of  the 
above  Truths  ;  and  it  is  to  be  prefumed,  none  amongft 
them,  but  even  from  a  Motive  of  Humanity,  -would, 
moil  willingly  give  up  this  Method  altogether,  could 
they  find  out  any  other  lefs  trouble  feme,  and  lefs 
frip-htful  to  the  Patient, 

O 

For  my  own  Part,  I  declare,  that  I  have  ohferved* 
in  the  Courfe  of  upwards  of  twenty  Years  Pradice  in 
Venereal  Cafes,  that  many,  though  not  all,  of  the 
above-mentioned  Accidents,  have  occurred  in  a  Courfe 
of  Salivation.  Formerly,  when  I  was  a  Pupil  of  Dr. 
Adruc’s  at  Paris,  and  attended  the  Bicetre  or  great 
Lock-hofpital  there,  I  have  conflantly  feen  more  or 
lefs  of  thofe  very  difagreeable  Accidents. 

Whilft  I  was  writing  the  firfl  Edition  of  this  Nar¬ 
rative,  I  received  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Keyler,  1  "ting  me 
know,  that  the  French  India  Company  had  made  an 
Agreement  with  him  for  a  certain  Quantity  of  his  Me¬ 
dicine,  {'efficient  to  cure  fbme  of  their  Colonies  abroad, 
at  fo  much  per  Head,  where  the  Venereal  Diilemper 
is  fo  general,  that  it  is  next  to  an  endemic  Diilemper  ; 
nay,  in  one  Senfe,  far  worfe,  fince  the  Contagion 
fp reads  itfelf  farther  ;  and  without  a  Specific,  fuch  as 
Mr.  Keyferk,  mull  increafe,  and  grow  worfe  and  worfe. 
Mr.  Keyfer  affirms,  and,  from  my  Knowledge  of  it,  I 
believe  it  to  be  a  Fad  not  to  be  doubted,  that  bis  Me¬ 
dicine  is  the  only  'riling  yet  difeovered  capable  of 
cleaning  a  whole  Colony  at  once,  and  that  in  the 
Space  of  three  Months  at  mod.  This  is  efFeded  by 
giving  it  to  every  individual  Peribn  of  the  Colony  at 
the  fame  Time,  which  is  the  more  eafily  done,  as  it 
requires  no  Trouble  nor  Attendance,  and  fcarcely  any 
Rules  of  Diet,  excepting  not  to  commit  an  Excefs  in 
any  Filing.  If  I  am  rightly  informed,  our  valuable 
Colony  of  Senegal  (the  Acquifition  of  which  does  fo 
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much  Honour  to  the  Minifler,  as  well  as  to  the  Gentle- 
man,  whofe  indefatigable  Patriotic  Spirit  projected 
the  taking  of  the  above-mentioned  Place)  labours  un¬ 
der  the  Calamity  of  this  dreadful  Difeafe  ;  whence 
our  Negroes  carry  it  to  America*  where  the  Infection 
ip  reads  anew. 

This  very  well  defervcs  the  Government’s  Confide- 
ration,  who  have  now  a  favourable  Opportunity,  on 
moderate  Terms,  not  only  to  have  all  the  Inhabitants 
6f  this  new-acquired  Colony  cured,  bat  alfo  to  pre¬ 
vent  its  reappearing  there,  and  hinder  its  being  im¬ 
ported  for  the  future  into  our  more  populous  Settle¬ 
ments  of  America,  as  may  be  evinced. 

Now,  in  order  to  put  the  Practicability  of  this  Un¬ 
dertaking  beyond  all  Doubt,  I  will  undertake  to  cure 
any  Number  of  Patients  with  Mr.  Keyfer’s  Medicine 
(who  ihali  be  firft  examined  by  expert  and  honed;  Men 
in  the  Profeilion  of  Surgery)  in  fuch  an  eafy  Manner 
to  the  Patient,  as  will  fhew  evident  Proofs  of  the 
Truth  of  what  is  here  advanced.

It  is  alfo  certain,  that  the  Vene¬ 
real  Poifon  makes  furprifing  Havock,  not  only  in  Co¬ 
lonies,  but  in  Fleets  and  Armies ;  and  the  more  fo, 
when  complicated  with  other  Diforders,  it  appears  not 
to  be  the  principal  ;  yet  contributing  largely  to  the 
Malignity  of  the  Diforders  it  is  joined  with,  makes 
them  become  more  obflinate,  in  as  much  as  the  lurk¬ 


ing  Venereal  Virus,  not  being  fufped 
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tual  Medicine  is  preferibed.  againfl;

His  Nofe  was  not 
only  fwolien*  but  alfo  become  red,  and  covered  with 

£*  Pimples : 
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Pimples;  the  anterior  Part  of  his  Left  Arm  waxed 
painful  with  a  Beginning  Exoilofis,  or  Tumour  of  the 
Bone  called  Radius. 

All  the  above  Courfes  of  Medicines,  which  the  Pa¬ 
tient  had  gone  through,  only  comihuted  to  make  frefh 
Symptoms  appear.  He  was  therefore  determined  to  fet 

out  for  Paris,  and  repaired  to  Mr.  P - 5s  Houfe  di- 

redlly  on  his  Arrival  there,  where  he  underwent  a  Pre¬ 
paration  for  a  freih  Trial  of  Medicines,  which  laded 
Forty  Days.  Twenty-three  Bathings  made  Part  of 
this  Preparation ;  after  which  he  received  the  like 
Number  of  Mercurial  Fridtions,  without  their  being 
able  to  produce  the  kail  Salivation,  But  in  the  Spring 
oi  the  Year  1755  all  the  Venereal  Symtoms  re-appeared;

An¬ 
other  Exoilofis  appeared  like  the  foregoing^  and  equal 
to  it  in  all  its  Dimenfions,  on  the  fuperior  Part  of  the 
Left  Parietal.  Befides  ten  Fingers  Breadth  of  the  middle 
Part  of  the  Left  Tibia  was  exoilofed  in  fuch  a  Manner, 
as  to  produce  an  Eminence  of  eight  or  ten  Fingers 
breadth  in  Length.

This  Woman,  forty-fix  Years  old,  was  attacked  with 
a  Puilule,  of  the  Size  of  a  large  Pea,  on  the  Middle  of 
the  left  Side  of  her  Nofc,  with  Rednefs  of  the  Part,  but 
devoid  of  Pain.  Several  more  Puflules,  from  the  infe¬ 
rior  Part  of  the  Occipital,  extended  towards  the  Nape 
of  her  Neck,  were  of  different  Sizes,  and  of  a  fcabby 
Kind  :  another  hat  fcabby  Puflule  appeared  on  the  fu pe¬ 
ri  or  Part  of  the  Sternum.  She  felt  Pains  in  her  Legs 
and  Arms,  which  were%moft  acute  in  the  Night.  Two 
flatulent  Tumours,  of  the  Bignefs  of  Pullets  Eggs,  were 
fituated  on  the  inferior  and  external  Part  of  each  Thigh. 
A  flat  hard  Tumour,  of  a  dufky  red  Colour,  fpread  al- 
mofl  all  over  the  left  Leg,  pofleriorly  and  anteriorly,  to 
the  inferior  Part  of  the  Tibia.  On  this  Tumour  there 
were  two  remarkable  Ulcers,  of  the  Depth  of  three  Lines 
at  lead,  of  the  Length  of  Half  an  Inch,  and  of  the  Breadth 
of  four  Lines ;  from  the  Centre  of  which  Ulcers  an  icho¬ 
rous  Matter  oozed.  Refides,  on  the  Joint  of  her  Left 
Arm,  on  the  external  Part  near  the  Median,  was  aCluf- 
ter  of  Puflules,  of  the  Height  of  a  Line  and  a  Half,  of 
b  livid  Colour,  of  which,  fome  were  as  large  as  a  Shilling, 
and  others  lefler. 

The  laid  Mrs.  Noireau  has  declared  to  us,  that  when 
fhe  was  forty  Years  old,  fhe  had  been  afliidled  with  two 
Ulcers  in  her  private  Parts,  accompanied  with  a  Scald¬ 
ing  and  a  Running,  which  difappeared  at  the  End  of 
two  Months,  by  the  Ufe  of  different  Medicines  which 
fhe  had  taken. ;  that  at  the  End  of  two  Years  fhe  had  a 
kind  of  tetterous  Eruption  on  the  right  Hip,  which  went 
off  by  the  Ufe  of  fome  local  Medicines ;  that  afterwards 
fhe  had  a  Defludiion,  which,  after  feveral  Returns,  fet¬ 
tled  on  her  right  Eye,  whereby  fhe  lofl  the  Ufe  of  it.

She  was  of  a  weak  and  tender  Confutation,  o\vmg  to 
frequent  and  flrorg  Mercurial  Purges,  b,  fides  her  ha¬ 
ving  been  twice  falivated,  without  any  Benefit.  In 
fhort,  the  poor  Woman  was  quite,  exhauiled  in  Body, 
as  well  as  in  Purfe.  A  Friend  of  hers,  from  whom 
ff  e  received  her  chief  Support,  hearing  that  1  had  cured 
a  Perfon  with  Mr.  Key  ft  r’s  Medicine,  who  had  been 
emaciated  10  the  la  11  Degree  with  the  Venereal  Diftem- 
per,  and  had  been  given  over  for  incurable  ;  applied  to, 
and  begged  of  me,  to  undertake  this  poor  Woman  :

This  Man  had  been  falivated  three  Times  in  the 
Space  of  two  Years,  hill  complained  of  nocturnal  Pains 
in  his  He$d,*  Legs  and  Arms ;  bad  five  or  fix  obftinate 
Ulcers  on  each  Side  of  the  Scrotum,  which  gave  him 
great  Uneafinefs  in  walking.  The  Glands  of  both 
Groins  were  very  hard,  inflamed,  and  a  little  fore  to 
the  Toych,  which  never  could  be  difperfed  by  any  of 
the  former  preferibed  Methods.  I  gave  him  Mr.  Key- 
fer’s  Medicine,  which  he  took  only  twenty-eight  Days, 
when  all  his  Symptoms  disappeared.

This  unhappy  Sufferer,  be¬ 
ing  a  Gentleman’s  Servant,  faid  that  he  could  not  en¬ 
gage  in  any  Courfe  of  Medicines  that  would  confine

His  Perineum 
was  (welled,  and  full  of  fmall  Ulcers  ;  one  or  which 
was  pretty  large,  deep,  and  of  a  filtulous  Kind.

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Two  very  Extraordinary  Cases, 

Extra  fled  from  the  French  Monthly  Mercury  (publifhed 
by  Authority)  of  the  Month  cf  Auguft  1761,  and 
certified  by  Meftkurs  Le  Cat  and  Morand,  Men  of 
the  greateft  Eminence,  and  uhcfe  Characters,  for 
fuperior  Skill  in  their  Proftilion,  are  held  in  Vene¬ 
ration  among  all  regular  Phyficians  and  Surgeons. 

HP  HE  iirff  is  that  of  Mr.  Du  Bois,  principal  Servant 
JL  to  Monfieur  Le  Maitre,  Treafurcr  General  of  Ar¬ 
tillery.  His  Cafe  was  as  follows  :  All  the  upper  Part  of 
the  Coronal-Bone  *  was  exoftofed  f  ;  all  the  Articula¬ 
tions  L  of  his  Shoulders,  Arms,  and  Hands,  were  anchi- 
loied  [j  ;  the  joint  of  the  Wrift,  with  the  Bone  of  the 
Arm,  were  furrounded  with  a  Tumour  of  a  mod  enor¬ 
mous  Size,  and  fo  pernicious  in  its  EfFeft,  as  to  diitert 
the  Wrift  upwards  in  fuch  a  Manner,  that  his  Fingers  laid 
upon  the  Fore-Pan  of  his  Arm  :  All  the  Fingers  of  this 
Hand  were  exoftofed  and  contracted  ;  the  whole  Arm 
was  emaciated,  and  looked  withered.  The  Tibia,  or 
Shin-Bone,  was  likewife  exoftofed  in  its  whole  Length  : 
Two  deep  and  malignant  Ulcers  preyed  upon  the  left 
Leg,  the  Bone  of  which  was  carious,  or  rotten:  The 
fuperior  Part  of  the  right  Shin-Bone  was  exoftofed;  the 
molt  fevere  and  acute  Pains,  all  over  his  Body,  were 
felt  Night  and  Day  without  ceaftng ;  a  Hedlic  Fever, 


*  Corona!  Bone,  is  the  uaper  Part  of  the  Skull, 
f  Exoftofed,  ftgnifies  a  Swelling  or  Protuberance  of  a  Bone,  and 
fometimes  out  of  its  natural  Place,  and  often  produces  a  Mollifi¬ 
cation,  if  not  prevented  in  Time.

the  Acid,  which  he  found  was  neither  of  a  mineral  or 
metallic  Kind,  he  could  not  difcover,  by  a  Variety  of 
Experiments,  how  produced,  &c.

In  moll  Diforders,  as  well  as  the  Vene¬ 
rea],  the  Regimen  fhould  be  diluting,  with  a  Quart  of 
weak  Te3,  Whey,  Barley  -Water,  Veal  Broth,  cr  any 
other  foftening  Liquid,  fuch  as  Water-Gruel,  Milk,  or' 
Milk  and  Water,  and  the  like,  may  be  drank  according 
to  the  Seafon  of  the  Year,  in  the  Morning.  Sait  Meat, 
fait  Fsfh,  and  Sallad,  are  to  be  avoided,  and,  in  a 
Word,  all  that  is  of  difficult  Digeflion.  Wine  and  "Wa¬ 
ter,  or  fm all  Beer,  may  be  drank  freely  at  every  Meal. 
Boiled  Greens  and  Roots,  Peafe  and  Beans  in  the  Sca- 
fon,  are  far  from  being  hurtful,  but  are  very  proper  ;  on¬ 
ly  it  muft  be  obferved,  that  raw  Fruits  are  not  proper.
